} N his closing New York 

} lecture Sir Arthur Con- 

an Doyle made the 

statement that he had 

proved his thesis and 

now challenged the 

clergy to take exception 

to it. As a matter of 

fact, he has at best proved nothing 
more than the possibility of some 
communication on a limited scale be- 
tween this world and the realm of 
spirits—a truth which has been 
known from the begifining of human 
history. That Sir Arthur has had 
communication with the spirits of 
the departed whom he knew on earth 
he has not proved and cannot prove. 

First of all, the lecturer and his 
fellow-spiritists are not at all agreed 
on the source of the alleged com- 
munications. Some say they have a 
merely natural origin, being the re- 
sult of sub-conscious activities, 
thought-transference, suggestion, 
and the like: If the specialists and 
observers in his own field thus dis- 
agree with him, it is not so clear to 
others that he has proved his posi- 
ion. 

But granted that the communica- 
tions in question have a more than 
natural origin, ie., that they come 
from the other world, still Sir Arthur 
has not demonstrated that his spirit- 
instructors are not demons imperson- 
Stiag the departed with the purpose 
~¢ leading him and his followers 
along the broad way that ends in 
eternal ruin, He admits that some

of the spirits are good, inasmuch as 
they bring pleasant and comforting 
messages, while others whose com- 
munications are of a different kind 
he regards as wicked. He chooses to 
accept the testimony of the former 
as infallible and rejects the latter. 
as if spirits, as well as men here on 
earth, could not assume the tone and 
speech of virtue with purpose to de- 
ceive and lead astray. Everything 
that those sweet-speaking spirits tell 
him he accepts with unshaken faith, 
while deriding the belief of Chris- 
tians, although this latter is based on 
the testimony of Christ, Whe proved 
His divinity by His Resurrection from 
the dead and numerous other mir- 
acles. 


Sir Arthur admits the Bible when 
he can construe it to his own liking, 
but he is silent concerning its in- 
numerable passages that tell against 
him.

retts-iter pertaining to faith or mor- 
als.” 

How could the Church be com- 
missioned “to teach the nations” 
and still be permitted by God to 
teach them wrong? How could 
God impose on Christians the 
obligation “to hear the Church” 
and then allow them to be misled 
by the Church? Nearly all the 
against © Catholic 
teaching and practice are due 
to a misunderstanding of what 
such teaching and practice are.

A gentleman Yecently stated: 
“Neither does Christ authorize 
your Pope, your Cardinal, Bishop 
or Priests to establish such a 
thing as confession or confes- 
sion of sins, or to absolve, or to 


forgive sins.” How can I answer : 


this statement. 


Well isn’t it interesting to 
know that Christ did not author- 
ize the Apostles to forgive sin. 
Of course the Apostles were not 
cardinals, bishops, etc., accord- 
ing to our ministerial ‘friend 
and yet Christ told them “Be- 
hold I am with you all days even 
unto the consummation of the 
world.” It is plain that he did 
not intend to give to these Apos- 
tles the privilege of living for- 
ever, and it is plain also that the 
Same saving power must be 
found in Christ’s Church of the 
20th century as that of the first. 
That this may be accomplished 
the Apostles must have had suc- 
cessors and these successors 
were the bishops whom the 
Apostles themselves appointed. 
It is true that Christ did not tell 
St. Peter whom he should have 
as a successor, at least we have 
no recorded account of this, but 
Christ selected men who had the 
gift of intelligence and the use 


of common sense and he intend- i, 


ed that these men should carry 
on the activities of the society 
known as His Church. St. Pe- 
ter could be relied upon to ap- 
point a worthy successor and 
tradition tells us that he made 
all arrangements for Linus to 
succeed him before his death in 
Rome in the year 67. Granting 
that the Aposties must have had 
successors and nothing is surer 
to one who believes in Christ 
who came to save all men, we 
must grant that Christ gave 
these successors the same pow- 
er in administering to men, as 
the Apostles possessed. But in 
the Gospel of St. John, Chapter 
XX vs. 28, we find a description 
of Christ appearing to His apos- 
tles and saying these words: 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost 
whose sins you shall forgive, 
they are forgiven them; 
whose sins you shall retain, they 
are retained.” If Christ's 
words mean anything, the Apos- 
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they had culminated in this public 
act of insubordination. From all this 
the priest concluded that Peter 
Cronin had deliberately paved the 
way for his own expulsion in order to 
uit school and go to work. From the 
ollewi interview it. will be acen 
that Father Casey's calculations were 
correct.
